RED TAPE STILL SNARLS PUBLIC RELATIONS Although Army public information officers are still 
BUT EISENHOWER ON CORRESPONDENTS' SIDE, wrapping public relations in festoons of red tape, 
PAST PRESIDENT CHAPLIN TELIS LISTENERS Ceneral Fisenhower is determined to place no bar- 

í riers in the way of European correspondents’ doing 
their job, according to Past President W.W.CHAPLIN, who addressed a capacity luncheon at $ 
Toots Shor's Restaurant last week on his observations as a reporter covering the Supreme Allig 
Comnander's recent overseas inspection tour. Some 95 Members, guests and distinguished 
visitors attended the meeting. 

Chief trouble with the tour, CHAPLIN said, was that Fisenhower's various hosts succeeded 
in isolating him from the people in each country. When the popular general arrived at Orly 
airfield in France, for instance, cordons of French police prevented photographers from 
recording the occasion of his first visit to Europe after World War Il. So no pictures of 
the event were made. Eisenhower, however, let it be known that he would be on the Champs 
d'Elysees near the Arc de Triomph the next day and would not "stand in the way of any man 
doing his job". Grateful lensmen took advantage of his offer. 

Likewise, in Paris, newsmen with proper passes had to stand in line many times a day for 
special credentials admitting them to public information offices in the Astoria Hotel, tem- 
porary headquarters for the Eisenhower mission. Regardless of how often correspondents 
visited the hotel, the same procedure had to be followed, CHAPLIN said. "Somehow, pressure 
must be brought on the proper authorities", he recommended, "so that reporters can get the 
news and then get it out". French officials also complicated matters. When CHAPLIN 
attempted to reach Eisenhower with a tape recorder, for example, the instrument was contis 
cated". "And when I protested", CHAPLIN added, "I, too, was confiscated". 

While Ike in most countries was prevented from close contact with the people, the situa- 
tion was different in Brussels. There Belgians hailed him vociferously, and established an 
honor watch about his hotel until he departed. In London, however, bobbies quietly kept 
potential rioters from approaching him, and in Paris absolute repression was practiced. In 
Rome the authorities permitted a Communist demonstration - but far from Eisenhower's hotel. 

In conclusion, CHAPLIN related an anecdote that took place in Belgium. As Eisenhower, 
Ambassador Robert Murphy and the Belgian Interior Minister were posing for photographs, 9n 
American camerman asked for a "three-way handshake". Ike retorted: "Not on your life; of 
that's too corny!" And Murphy added with a laugh: "Why not ask him to stand on his head?” 

"That could not happen", CHAPLIN said, "on the grim steps of the Kremlin. As long as 
that intimate relationship exists between our top government officials and newspapermen, we 
should have no fear for freedom of the press and freedom for ourselves." The book prize, 
"Lincoln and the Press", by ROBERT S. HARPER (McGraw-Hill Publishing Co.) was won by MAJ. 
WILLIAM ORMEROD.
